BAKERSFIELD VOTES WET, 
SALOONS OPEN SUNDAY 


Bakersfield.—Bakersfield February 25 
cast a heavy vote on three liquor ordi- 
nances initiated by the temperance 
forces with majorities favoring the 
saloon men from 500 to a 1000 on each. 
The final count shows the following 
figures: 

For the ordinance providing for Sun- 
day closing of saloons, 2661; against 
this ordinance, 3023. i 
For the closing of saloons at 10 at 
night, 2593; against early closing, 3066. 
The third ordinance would have 
closed saloons entirely, and it received 
2229 votes, with 3392 votes against it. 
Fifty-two saloons were affected by 
the proposed laws, they now being open 
every day in the year and closing at 1 
o’clock in the morning. » Compared with 
the vote on the State-wide dry amend- 
ment of two years ago, the saloons in- 
ereased their majority, the vote in 1914 
being: For prohibition, 2343; against, 
3363.

Plot to Secure American Soldiers | Asquith Makes Stern Declaration 
For British Army is Charged; | in Answering Suggestions 
Arrests Are Made For Peace Negotiations 


Honolulu, H. T.—Charged with re- 
cruiting American soldiers for service 
in the British army, W. R. Seligsen, 
alias W. R. Stein; C. D. Randal, alias 
Henderson, alias. England, and a_re- 
cently discharged sergeant of the 
Fourth United States Cavalry named 
Jefferson, were arrested here February 
27 by United States Marshal Joseph J. 
Smiddy. 

Seligsen was charged with being the 
agent between the runners in the plot 
and the principals, and Randall and Jef- 
ferson were arrested as runners. Other 
arrests will be mative, it was announced, 
of people prominent in Honolulu life. 

The three men arrested were taken 
‘before United States Commissioner 
George 8. Curry and held to answer. 
Jefferson, who is understood to have 
entered the conspiracy as the agent of 
the Federal authorities, was released on 
his own recognizance. 
held in jail. 

From documents found on the persons 
of the men arrested and in Randall’s 
trunk, it was learned that 156 recruits 
had been secured and that 154 of them 
had gone to the front. Two others were 
awaiting the arrival of the steamer Ni- 
agara from Australia for British (Co 
lumbia. 

Most of the recruits had seen service. 
The majority of them were discharged 
American soldiers who had purchased 
their discharge with the help of the 
alleged conspirators.

London.—Premier Asquith found him- 
self unexpectedly face to face in the 
House of Commons February 23 with a 
new demand for the Government’s views 
on peace. He took up the gauntlet al- 
most eagerly, and in a bristling fifteen- 
minute speech made it clear that the 
British Government’s determination to 
carry the war to an end without compro- 
mise had not abated since the early days 
of the struggle. 

The only terms of peace Premier 
Asquith offered to the enemy countries 
were contained in the historic announce- 
tuent which was the outstanding feature 
of his speech at the London Guild Hall 
in November, 1914, which he repeated: 

He said: ‘‘We shall never sheathe 
the sword, whieh we have not lightly 
drawn, until Belgium-—-and, I will add, 
Serbia—recover in full measure all and 
more than they have sacrificed; until 
France is adequately secured against 
aggression; until the rights of the 
small nations of Europe are based upon 
an unassailable foundation, and until 
the military domination of Prussia is 
wholly and finally destroyed.’’ 

The Prime Minister’s stern declara- 
tion created a deep impression on all 
parts of the House, and this found .re- 
flection subsequently in the lobbies 
The voecasion for the Premier’s pro- 
nouncement was a speech which Philip 
Snowden of the Independent Labor 
party injected into the debate on the 
consolidated fund bill, a routine meas- 
ure providing aprpopriations mainly for 
interest on the national debt. 

Snowden urged that the time was ripe 
for peace negotiations, maintaining that 
there was little or no hope of a crush- 
ing vistory on either side, and that if 
the war went on all the participants 
would be bankrupted in men and money.

Lisbon Takes Possession 
Of Thirty-Six Ships 


Lisbon.—The commander of the naval 


division here at 4 o’clock p. m., Feb- 
ruary 23, apparently of his ow: initia- 
tive, took forcible possession of thirty- 
six German and Austrian vessels lying 
in the Tagus river, hoisted the Portu- 
guese colors on them and saluted them 
with a twenty-one gun salute from the 
Portuguese fleet. 


It is said that the act of Captain 


Leotte Rego, in seizing the German and 
Austrian ships interned at Lisbon, was 
totally unexpected by the governing au- 


thorities, who were unaware of the stcp 
until it had been carried out. 
Rega directed the operation from the 
destroyer Guadiana. 


Captain 


Despite many rumors since the out- 


break of the war that Portugal was on 
the point of declaring a state of war 
with the central empires on account ef 
her treaty relations with Great Britain, 
no such declaration was ever made. 


The Portuguese Congress, by resolu- 


tions on August 8, 1914, and on Novem- 
ber 23 of the same year, decided that 


Portugal would co-operate with the 


allies whenever that step seemed neces- 
sary, 


The Portuguese treaty with Great 


Britain requires that the latter be sup- 
plied 


with 10,000 Portuguese troops 
when she is at war. Early in the war 
it was announced that Portuguese 
forces were fighting the Germans in 
Angola, West Africa. 

Angola belongs to Portugal and had 
been invaded by German troops. The 
Portuguese casualties at that time were 
reported as 800, while the Germans were 
said to have lost 200. It was later an- 
nounced that the Germans had evac 
uated Angola, ; 

The latest official Portuguese refer- 
ence to the attitude of the nation with 
regard to the hostilities was a statement 
made on January 3 last by the Presi- 
dent of the republic at a reception of 
members of Parliament, when he mani- 
fested a desire that ‘‘the sacred union 
of all parties be maintained during the 
war, so that the allies may have reason 
to be satisfied with the services ren- 
dered by the Portuguese nation.’’ 

Berlin.—The German government re- 
gards the confiseation of thirty-five Ger- 
man ships at Lisbon by the Portuguese 
government as an unfriendly act and 
will immediately take steps to ascertain 
the reasons for the action. 

Under the treaty between Germany 
and Portugal it is possible for one coun- 
try to confiscate maritime property of 
the other under certain conditions, but 
none of these conditions exist in the 
present case. 

‘It is understood the Portuguese Par- 
liament has passed a law since the be- 
ginning of the war concerning belliger- 
ent ships, but that the text of this law 
has never been transmitted to German 


Ambassador von Hosen. It is unlikely 
that the law will be accepted if found to 
conflict with the treaty which is still 
in force.

Her finger prints, 
invisible to the eye, were brought out 
by a method known to finger-print ex- 
perts.

traversed the millions of miles which 


separate us from Mars. It has, there- 
fore, been suggested that ten mirrors, 
each one 40 miles in diameter, be 
grouped next to each other. The total 
of these mirrors would be about 2650,- 
000 square miles, and it would be an 
enormous problem to secure the glass, 
the quicksilver for coating the glass 
and the enormous quantity of iron 
which would be required for the 
frames of the mirrors. The difficul- 
ties are so great that many say they 
are insurmountable and that we shall 
have to wait until the electric waves 
have been perfected, or we have ma- 
chines which can cast a ray of electric 
light through space. Perhaps wireless 
telegraphy indicates the way in which 
we shall communicate with Mars, and 
it may be by sound, not by sight. Sct- 
ence has advanced tremendously in 
the use of sound waves, being now 
able to talk 5,000 miles or more with- 
out wires. And in a year or two it 
may be possible to talk around the 
world by this method. e 

It must not be forgotten, however, 
that when Mars is nearest to the 
earth it is 30,000,000 miles away, and 
that its extreme distance is 48,000,- 
B00 miles. 

It will probably be years and years 
before communication is established 
with Mars, and even in that event, 
success depends upon the Martians 
having receivers that will catch earth- 
ly communications. 


Improved Electric Hammer. 

An electric hammer of new design 
has recently been evolved by a lead- 
ing Agperican electric manufacturer. 
Briefly, the new hammer consists of a 
high-speed, series-wound electric mo- 
tor driving an eccentric mechanism 
through reduction gearing; the mech- 
anism, in turn, operating a plunger, 
which is virtually the hammer. A 
sleeve is provided in which the drill 
or hammer rod may be inserted, so 
that it can be rapidly struck by the 
plunger.
